Does Not Have Great Ef- 
fect on Stock Exchange.

NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—The 
ning Post, in its copyrighted 
cial review today, says:

I know also this state of affairs has | 
produced a sense of hopeless despair | 
which threatens to make a campaign 
for a settlement impossible. Rea- | 
pons why this is so are, firstly, that | 
outrages of Sinn Feiners have | 
aroused In the army feelings of in- | 
tense bitterness; secondly, that the 
army is not competent to carry out 
the task which has been put on it. 
It is living in the midst of what is | 
virtually a hostile population; it can- | 
rot distinguish friend from foe, and | 
is sometimes not over careful wheth- | 
er any such distinction is made. | 
Looting and indiscriminate shooting 
have been the result, either of indis- 
cipline or inexperience. 

“The charge that the authorities 


have encouraged outrages in order 
to provoke a rebellion cannot be 
substantiated, but the charge that 
they cannot always control their 
troops is only too true. The one 
hope of settlement at the present 
time is the withdrawal of troops to 
the ports, and a d-claration of an 
arimistice for a negotiation. If ne- 
rotiations fail, as I hope and believe 
they would not, England will then 
have to make up her mind whether 
to conquer Ireland or cut the pain- 
ter.’

We read where 
thugs captured by the police, whose ef- 
forts are to break up these gangs, and 
of autos loaded with murderous arms, 
and as soon as the prisoners reach the 
police station, they are released on bond, 
sometimes as often as thrice in one night, 
and in many cases they are out of the 
pen on parole, yet they are never even 
warned, and the law has no terrors for 
them. But for the law, Senator Newber- 
ry would have been put in jail, but no 
one who read of his conviction ever 
thought that he would be jailed. Why? 
Those of us who reside away from St. 
Louis really wonder why the same Judge 
releases so many criminals so often in 
one night. Each time these crooks go out 
somebody ig likely to be murdered, as in 
the Clayton road murders, where the of- 
ficers of the law whose duty was to cap- 
ture these crooks, were murdered by 
them. A police officer’s life is as good 
to him as any other man’s life, and yet 
the courts seem to nullify a large part 
of the successful police work.

It is amazing that a candidate for the | 
presidency, in order to justify his own conduct and 
that of his Senate associates, and to defeat his op- 
ponents, would attempt to mislead the people on a 
great plan to establish just dealing and peaceful re- 
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plishments and misrepresenting its character.

The value of the League to mankind and the moral 
force of its influence can no longer be questioned. 

Accustomed to thinking in the world war’s vast 
terms of death and destruction, it may be that the 
world cannot justly appreciate the League’s great hu- 
manitarian triumphs. Our former conception of the 
sacredness of human life has perhaps been dulled by 
the blood-drenched years during which human life 
was squandered as the cheapest of commodities. But 
it ought to be apparent, from a coldly critical stand- 
roint, that within a week the League of Nations has 
rendered a humanitarian service of incomparably 


greater actual worth than The Hague tribunal accom- 


plished in all its academic existence. 

Politicians may sonorously declaim the League as 
an “irredeemable failure,” or cackle, with malicious 
satisfaction that the “League has never done any- 
thing,” that the “League is dead.” But those politi- 
cians do not tell the truth. The truth is that the 
League of Nations, on these two historic occasions, 
bas saved thousands from death on the battlefield 
‘and rescued many more thousands from the want and 
suffering and desolation with which the helpless al- 
ways pay the grim tuition of war. 

America, standing aloof, refusing to take her part 
in the pacification and reconstruction of a betrayed 
world, is America apostate to all her traditions. It 
is the shame of America, inflicted on her by the 
sophistry and Chauvinism of politicians.

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THE SMASH IN FORD PRICES. 
Henry Ford’s decision to restore the pre-war range 


‘ found | of prices on all products of his motor company comes 
land. But a more impressive demonstration is | 


at a time when a recession in the price of many im- 
portant articles of commerce had already set in, and 
its influence on the market conditions of the future 
is not to be minimized. 

We may recall that in the many weeks of uncer- 
tainty and slackened industry succeeding the armis- 
tice in November, 1918, it was the leaders in the man- 
ufacture and sale of automobiles who first analyzed 
conditions, found in them nothing fundamentally un- 
favorable and led the way to a readjustment. 

The result of their acceptance of the plain trend 
of the times and resumption of pre-war activity, with 
a continuance of war prices and perhaps something 
more than war prices, has since had universal recog- 
nition, Classified by some as the second manufac- 
turing interest of the country in point of magnitude, 
the policy of the automobile industry had an instant 
effect on employment conditions and volume of sales, 
not only in their own line, but in many related lines. 
Furthermore, the force of their example and the stim- 
ulus lent to business in general had a far-reaching 
effect on industries entirely dissociated with motor- 
car making. 

After more than 18 months the approach of an- 
other period of readjustment has been heralded by 
many signs. With war prices perpetuated far beyond 
the period of the war, industry has been on a more 
or less artificial basis. Again the automobjle indus- 
try leads in accommodating itself to the new and in- 
evitable conditions, for it is not to be supposed that 
the Ford policy will not presently become:the policy 
of the automobile world in general, which contains 
powerful organizations, with just as attentive stu- 
dents of economic problems as the Ford organization. 

The reductions announced by the Ford Motor Co. 
range from 14 per cent in the case of trucks to nearly 
a third in the case of pleasure cars. There are other 
lines in which reductions of 14 to 31 per cent would 
only eliminate an outrageous profiteering element. 
A swift pace has been set for the shoe men, the tex- 
tile men, the packers and the manufacturers and deal- 
ers in a long list of other necessaries. Resist as 
they may, they will be compelled to comply with the 
unavoidable.

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THE FOLLY OF OVERLOADING. 

Two willing and capable transfer company horses 
were doing their best the other morning to drag a 
four-horse load across Eads Bridge. They were 
willing and capable and strong, but they had their 
limitations. On the grade they stalled. The dri-er 
yelled and belabored and used some of the unexpur- 
gated language reserved by al! well-regulated drivers 
for such occasions. A motor truck came up behind 
and put its shoulder to the load and pushed, but it 
was no use. A lead team was put in and the four 
horses could not at first pull the load which two 
horses had been. expected to pull. Finally, under 
cudgelings and impious cajolings, the load was 
moved. 

But in the meantime the bridge was blocked and 
dozens of trucks and cars and other vehicles were at 
@ standstill. Hundreds of east siders, in a hurry to 
get to their work in St. Louis, were delayed 20 min- 
utes to half an hour. 
the number of persons who lost it, ran into hours 
and days. The machinery of intercity transportation 
was clogged. There was substantial economic waste. 

This happens every day and many times a day, 
especially in wet or wintry weather. The transfer 
companies and other heavy haulers are pursuing the 
same policy of overloading that the railroads tried 
and found a failure and which, although it has con- 
tributed greatly to the present incapacity of the 
roads, many of them persist in. Overloading is ex- 
pensive and inefficient. The team or motor or loco- 
motive that is given no more than the load it can 
pull, pulls it quickly to its destination and comes 
back for another load, unless it is blocked by an- 
other’s overloading. The overloaded carrier is costly 
to itself and to all other carriers. The Eads Bridge 
blockades are daily demonstrations of it. The fatuity 
of overloading is obvious to everybody but the over- 
loaders.
